X-rays of a wave length such that 
140 million ripples are contained in 
the compass of one centimeter is the 
medium which Dr. Davey hopes will 
shortly supplement, the analyses which 
all chemists and druggists have to 
make at the present time, and-which 
will afford a satisfactory method of 
determining the state of combination 
of many chemicals, which are at pres- 
ent the bugbear of analytical chemis- 
try. 

The method is already beyond the 
experimental stage, and has been 
successfully utilized in differentiating 
chemicals which could not be distin 
guish€d in any other way.

Key To Success 


tdward W. Beatty, president of 
the Canadian Pacific railway, is a 
young man in his forties, who has 
had a remarkable career. Today he 
is the successful head of the greatest 
corporation in the world. Mr. Beatty 
is more than a hard-headed “big 
business” man. His hobby is boys, 
and he ts the president of the Boys’ 
Farm and—Training School at Shaw- 
bridge, Quebec, conducted by the Ro- 
tary and Kiwanis clubs, of Montreal, 
and regarded as one of the most suc- 
cessful institutions of its kind on the 
continent. 


Speaking recently to the pupils he 
gave an address which is worthy of 
more than passing note. He encour- 
aged the boys in the first place by 
pointing out that his own start in life 
was far from auspicious. He sald: 


“When I was a young boy at school 
I did not believe in study, I worked a 
little, but I played a lot, and I did 
many of the things I should not do 
and left undone many of those I 
should. When I was 13 years of age 
and had finished one year’s course in 
a prominent school in Toronto, my 
parents received a_ report which, 
without bragging, I think I may say 
was the worst report ever written 
about a boy. I was in trouble from 
the beginning of the year. I had 
spent most of my time after hours in 
school, doing the things I should have 
done during the class period. When 
this report was received it was accom- 
panied by a note that in the opinion 
of the principal of that school it would 
get along fairly well if I did not re 
turn, 

“I do not remember ever having 
felt so humiliated about anything 
as [ was when I read that report. 
I felt that I had proved to the college 
and to the other pupils my inability 
to do as well as others and take ad- 
vantage of the educational opportunt- 
ties which were offered me. I was 
sent to another school where my rec- 
ord was not known, for which I was 
very thankful. I there fell into the 
hands of a teacher who was one of 
the best teachers for boys I have ever 
met, though he had a very ylolent 
temper. He encouraged us when he 
was not abusing us. If anyone show- 
ed inattention he was likely to be hit 
on the head with a ruler, but the first } 
words of encouragement I ever re- 
ceived came from that man. He told 
me that some day if I worked hard I 
might amount to something, which 
was news to me—I had never heard} 
it before. In any event he gave me 
an inspiration to study, and so I work 
ed, and the more I worked the more 
I realized how valuable it was, and 
as the years went on my apprecia- 
tion of this fact increased until I 
am now satisfied that no one eyer 
succeeded who did not work and 
that fortuitous events or accidents 
do not make for permanent success,” 

He emphasized that the most essen- 
tial thing to obtain success is good 
health. A sound body usually means 
a sound mind. “While it is not im- 
possible, it is extremely difficult to 
anyone to work against the handicap 
of ill-health. Having good ‘health! 
there are certain moral qualities, he! 
pointed out, without which a boy can-| 
not obtain permanent advancement. 
The first, he declared, was honesty. 
No man, he showed, who was not hon 
est could obtain permanent success. 
He might appear to do so, but without} 
honesty it was impossible to gain or 
to retain the respect of one's fellow- 
men, and without that no man could 
be said to be a success. 


Next Mr. Beatty emphasized the 
necessity for courage. On this point 
he remarked: 


“Moral courage like physical cour- 
age, is of a great advantage to a boy. 
Moral courage is what enables a man 
to do right, regardless of what others. 
think or say, who refused to do wrong | 
no matter what the temptation. Phy- 
sical courage is that independence 
and confidence in your own physical 
abilities which enabled a man to fight 
a bully, even though he is physically 
his superior, because he will not be 
put down through fear. Physical 
courage is very common, It exists 
to a more or less extent in most Cana- 
dian boys. Moral courage is more 
rare.” 

The third essential emphasized by 
Mr. Beatty is one seldom stressed, 
Bamely modesty. Mr. Beatty said 
that he mentioned modesty so promin- 
ently because it was a quality which 
as far as the outward evidences were 
concerned, was fast disappearing from 
the boys and girls of this generation. 
After urging the need of education 
Mr. Beatty finally urged the develop- 
ment of. the quality which could be 
described as manliness. Manliness, 
he said, meant a boy who was cour 
ageous, fair and generous, and who re- 
Spected himself and others. Every- 
one admired a manly boy. No one! 
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admired a boy who was*a sneak, who 
cheated or who did a mean or unider- 
hand thing.—Exchange. 


Flour Dangerous Explosive 


Six Pounds Said to be Sufficient to 
Biow Up a Building 


The housewife when making her 
ples and cakes seldom reflects that 
flour is as dangerous an explosive as 
gunpowder. If the contents of a six- 
pound sack of wheat flour were dis- 
tributed through the alr of a good- 
sized house ,the lighting of a match 
would blow up the building. Twice 
the quantity of flour mixed with four 
thousand cubic feet of air in a closed 
place would, if ignited, generate 
enough force to throw 2,500 tons to a 
height of one hundred feet. What 
is the reason of this? When flour is 
distributed through the air of a room 
every particle of it comes in contact 
with the oxygen of the alr; conse 
quently {it burns instantaneously on 
being lighted. A great quantity of 
gas is generated suddenly, and in try- 
ing to expand in a closed place bursts 
the walls of the room. Grain dust 
is not alone in its explosive tenden- 
cles, for meal dust, rubber dust, 
sugar_cork and paper dust act similar- 
ly. During the Jast two and a half 
years dust explosions in Canada and 
the United States have caused the 
deaths of nearly one hundred people 
and destroyed more than $10,000,000 
worth of property.

The World Grows Warmer 
Indications Go to Show that Northern 
Hemisphere is Warming Up 


The best way in whith to comfort 
Ollrselves in weather such as wo 
have been having 1s by consideration 
of the fact that this world of ours 
is not growing colder and wetter but 
Particularly the 
Northern Hemisphere. 

The process is, of course, rather 
& slow one, but it 1s none the less 
steady, and of late it seems to have 
accelerated to some extent. 

If we possessed records of the 
weather since the beginning of the 
Christian era it 1s certain that the 
temperature over the whole of Wur- 
ope and North America would show a 
startling rise. 

Unfortunately the theremometer is 
& comparatively modern invention, 
while weather recording is a_ still 
more recent innovation, Yet for all 
that we can find plenty of proof, both 
in history and in other Ways. 

For instance, in Caesar’s account of 
the Guallle Wars we find frequent 
mention of frosts so intense that 
whole armies were able to cross 
broad rivers on the ice. We know, 
too, that in those days Germany's 
winter was almost Arctic in its sever: 
ity. 

These conditions which have 
long since passed away, and {ft is not 
more than twice or thrice in a cen: 
tury that a river Hike the Seine 
freazes up. 

We are also aware that no further 
back than the sixteenth century the 
winters in England were, on an aver- 
age, much more severe than they are 
nowadays. / 

Another interesting proof is obtain- 
ed from the records of the Hudson's 


Bay Company: These records give in 
every case the date of the freezeup 
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of the North-Western rivers and of 
the break-up of the ice. 

We learn from them that within.the 
past two centurles the average inter- 
val between the setting in of the win- 
ter frost and the coming of the spring 
thaw has decreased by no fewer than 
ten days. 

Again, European glaciers are every- 
where receding. The Aletsch, the 
largest of Alpine glaciers, is receding 
at the rate of fifty feet yearly, the 
Grand Desert at nearly double that 
pace. The Kaltwasser, the Lotschen, 
the Tinal—all are shrinking steadily. 

In the great glaciers of the Cau- 
casus the shrinkage is even more 
noticeable. Eight of the largest are 
receding at rates varying between 
twenty and one-hundred feet yearly, 


The ice fringes of both Poles are 
retreating. Even during the com- 
paratively short space of time that 


the Antarctic has been visited by man 
the ice has retired some forty miles. 

So let us cheer up. In process of 
time this country of ours will once 
more be growing palms and orange 
trees.

Bell Predicted Development of Tele. 
phone 40 Years Ago 

The remarkable foresight of the 
late Dr. Alexander Graham Bell, {n- 
ventor of the telephone, is shown by 
a letter written by him as long ago as 
1878, In which the tremendous devei- 
opment of the telephone service was 
predicted with wonderful accuracy. 
The letter was written to the capital- 
ists of an electric company who were 
interested in the development of the 
telephone In England. By them the 
letter was issued in the form of a 
prospectus. Dated “March 26, 1878, 
Kensington, London,” the letter in- 
cludes the following: “At the present 
time we have a perfect network of gas 
pipes and water pipes throughout our 
large cities. We have main pipes 
laid under the streets communicating 
with the side pipes with the various 
dwellings ,enabling the members to 
draw thelr supplies of gas and water 
from a common source. In a similar 
manner, it is conceivable that cables 
of telephone wires could be laid un- 
derground or suspended overhead, 
communicating by branch wires with 
private dwellings, country houses, 
shops, manufacturies, etc., uniting 
them through the main cable with a 
central office, where the wires would 
be connected as desired, establishing 
direct communication between any 
two places in the city. Such a plan 
as this though impracticable at the 
present time will, I firmly belleve, be 
the outcome of the introduction of the 
telephone to the public. 

“Il am aware that such ideas ‘nay 
appear to you Utopian afd out of 
place. Belleving, as I do, however, 
that such a scheme will be the uiti- 
mate result of the telephone to the 
public, [ will impress upon you the ad- 
visability of keeping this end In view, 
that all present arrangements of the 
telephone may eventually be realized 
in this grand system.”
